township w arning residents of 
the situation. 


A well at the Bath Well Field 
which was not in operation was 
turned on and the w a ter level 
becam e stabilized. However, at 
8:30 p.m . the level began d rop ­ 
ping again.

ex p erien ce,” 
Patrizio said. “ We d on ’t know 
what caused the drop, 
but 
I 
would guess that residents were 
sprinkling 
lawns, 
filling pools 
and using w ater in other wavs 
to overcom e the h e a t.” 


The borough m a n ag e r pointed 
out that had there been a seri­ 
ous 
fire 
during 
the 
critical 
period the 
results could have 
been disastrous. 


He w arned residents to use 
w ater sparingly, especially d u r­ 
ing the hours between noon and 
9 p.m . 


During these hours residents 
have been asked to refrain from 
washing cars, sprinkling lawns, 
filling pools and using w ater un­ 
necessarily.
